OME of the greatest successes in mil.

The knitted chenille hat, something of the 
béret in form, is usually worn with a short 
veil, probably with the intention of proving 
that it is millinery and not hair-dressing. 


The “ New Woman” in Paris. 


The new woman in Paris was tall and 
straight and slim, She had a flat chest and 
a strong boyish figure.

Testing Oggs and Coffee. 
—_—_+—— 


Here is a method of determining the age 
of an egg before breaking the shell. It may 
prove useful to you during the season of 
Christmas cakes and puddings. 

Take a candle into a darkened room, and 
examine the egg by holding it between the 
light of the candle and your eye. If it 1s 
newly laid you will be able to see a dark 
shadow at the larger end of the egg. This 
is caused by an air cell between the shell 
and the thin skin that. holds the contents of 
the egg. As the egg grows older this cell 
increases, so if the shadow is very large it 
will be unfit for boiling. 

If the egg, when held to the light, is quite 
translucent all over, it is fresh enough for 
cooking, though not for eating. An egg 
which is too old for any purpose will appear 
mottled when held up to the hght. 

I always prefer to buy coffee berries and 
grind them myself in a little mill which I 
have fixed to the dresser. I am then sure 
that my coffee is absolutely pure. If you 
huy your coffee already ground, however, it 
is quite easy to find ort whether it is free 
from foreign matter. Fill a tumbler with 
water, and scatter half a teaspoonful of 
coffee grains on the surface. The pure coffee 
grains will float for a considerable time, 
while the adulterations will sink slowly to the 
bottom, and probably discolour the water. 
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Fhe Cheery Goal fire 


Sind the Sfrt of Dighting Jt. 


Dean Mary,—The other afternoon a friend 
who encountered me in a draughty concert 
hall invited me to tea by her fire after. the 
ee “to take the chill out of your 

nes.”’ 

I assented joyfully, and she explained on 
the way that, though she had gas fires in 
the bedrooms of her flat and a gas cooker 
in her kitchen, she still insisted on. a good 
coal fire in the sittingroom. 

We arrived. The fire was out. After two 
futile attempts to relight it my friend handed 
over the job to me. I am proud to say that 
I schcenlibhied the task successfully in five 
minutes, and my hostess, with generous 
humility, invited a homily on fire-lighting, 
which I pass on herewith in case you may 
gather a hint or two from it. 


Setting the Fire. 


First of all, you must rake out all the 
ashes. Scores of times I have watched people 
trying to light a new fire on top of a 
of ashes. This, of course, prevents: the 
draught from circulating from beneath. 

Then plant a large lump of: coal on each 
side of the grate to hold up the ends of the 
sticks. Take one sheet of newspaper, tear it 
in four pieces, roll each piece into a fairly 
tight ball, and place them in the grate 
between the two lumps of coa]. 

Next choose three or four long sticks and 
place these horizontally, with their ends rest- 
ing on the coal. Place four or five shorter 
sticks criss-cross on these, slanting. slightly 
upwards towards the back of the grate in 
order to guide the draught up the chimney. 

Put on not more than two shovels of coal 
in lumps about the size of an apple, for 
smaller lumps smother the first blaze of the 
paper and larger Inmps will not catch 
quickly. 

A fire set in this fashion should light with 
out the least trouble, but if there are per- 
verse winds, or if the coal is not good, you 
can speed matters up by scattering a table- 
spoon of granulated sugar over the fire! It 
sounds extravagant, perhaps, but, after all, 
sugar is only threepence per lb., and you 
pay more for manufactured firelighters, which 
are much less effective. 


Use of Paraffin. 


Never throw paraffin on a fire; it is always 
dangercus and seldom serves its purpose, as

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Soap Days.

As a patron of all souvs—slimming aside 
for the moment—I am particularly interested 
in a variety which has been, recommended to 
me by a friend who makes a point of lunch- 
ing at a restaurant on the maid’s day out. 
It is called corn cob soup, and’ makes a very 
tasty mid-day dish. In appearance it is 
rather like bean soup, but it. has a much 
richer flavour. 

I have heen indulging my taste for soups 
rather freely these past cold days: They are 
just the thing at !unch-time when a cold 
wind comes reund the corner—and of all 
the varieties I have sampled, these three— 
cream of celery, cream of green pea,‘ and 
cream of tomato—have so far been my 


favourites. But now my allegiance wavers 
every time I hear “corn cob” soup 


mentioned. 
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it burns up before the coal has time to get 
alight. A good plan, however, is to keep + 
large covered jar with a few drops of paraffin 
in the bottom, into which you can throw a 
handful of cinders from time to time. These 
absorb the oil, and are safe as well as speedy 
aids to lighting a refractory fire. 

The next problem is how to keep the fire 
going if there is no one to attend to it when 
you are out. Wet slack 1s, of course, the 
favourite device, but personally I dislike 
using it, because it generally takes a good 
while to get up a thorough blaze when you 
come home frozen or wet, so I keep a basket 
of turf in the sittingroom, and just before 
going out put a couple of sods on the fire. 


Gurf Helps. 


Even if the turf is burnt out by the time 
you return the ashes glow brightly after a 
second’s work with the bellows, and another 
sod catches fire at once to blaze away merrily 
till there is enough flame to ignite fresh coal. 

A final tip: when putting logs or turf-sods 
on a low fire arrange them like the criss- 
cross. -sticks, -pointing slightly upwards 
towards the back of the grate with an inch 
or two between each piece so that the fire 
can draw properly. 


Warm Garments. 


It is necessary to remember that the best 
fire ever made cannot keep you really warm 
in winter if you are not properly clad. The

Jfuts in the Jifenu. 
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Nuts form the essential ingredient of 
many a tasty dish. Be they filberts, walnuts, 
chestnuts, cocoanuts, almonds or pistachios, 
as “ finishings “ and flavourings, they are in- 
dispensable. They may also be used for 
fillings, sauces, salads, creams, cakes, fritters, 
paste, puddings and galantines. 

In the East, the pips of melons are sold 
as a food in themselves, and in Australia vhe 
kernels of peach stones, nectarines and apri- 
cote are used in the making of jam, cakes and 
puddings. Perhaps the most popular way 
of using them—at any rate, among children— 
is as fillings or ingredients for sweets. They 
may be included in most toffees and fondants, 
and in Mexico form the chief ingredient in 
what has almost come to be considered the 
national sweet. This is called penoche, or 
Cowboy Candy. It may be made with any 
kind of nuts or all. 


Cowsoy Canpy. 


Dissolve three dessertspoonfuls of tinned 
milk in one cup of water, and gradually add 
to it two cups of light brown sugar. 

Place this in a saucepan with a piece of 
butter about the size of an egg, and bring 
it very slowly to the boil, stirring it mean. 
while. 

Let the mixture simmer for about three- 
quarters of an hour, until it shows signs of 
thickening. It will be found necessary to 
continue stirring to prevent it from catching. 

When ready, add one cup of broken wal- 
nuts or any other kind of nuts and flavour- 
ing, such as lemon or vanilla, to taste. 

A teaspoonful of fresh lemon juice, added 
drop by drop to prevent curdling, is an 
improvement for those who do not care for 
a very sweet sweet. 

Now beat the mixture until stiff (about

here need not be, for instance, any tire- 

some uplifting of carpets, papering of walls, 
painting or staining of floors and woodwork, 
hut window-glass and mirrors need to be 
cleansed and polished . thoroughly. China 
and glass can be easily cleansed by hot 
water and a little soapsuds, whilst furniture 
and woodwork, as well as mirrors and 
window-glass, can be made clean and bright 
and sanitary by rubbing over, first, with a 
little turpentine, then polishing quickly off 
with a clean, soft cloth. Of ‘course, if you 
have time for it, furniture will look all the 
hetter for being treated with a good furniture 
polish, Stains left on mahogany or other 
polished wood by hot plates and hot water 
jugs ean be removed by rubbing well with 
a mixture of linseed oil and vinegar. 

Curtains at this season need also some 
special treatment. Flimsy lace curtains (at 
the windows, especially, of bedrooms) are 
best removed in favour of some warm, heavy 
material to keep out dranghts and cold. They 
need not -necessafily be of dull or dark 
material, since in winter we need all the 
colour and brightness we can get. It is 
wonderful what can be done in this wav by a 
careful combination of colouring and lights. 

[ entered a friend’s drawingroom the other

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Flowers are very expensive at this time of 
ibe year, and it is, therefore, very important 
that they should last a Jong time.

When. they 
do begin’ to droop, place a “ps of salt, a

Another: way of lengthening the life of 
vour flowers is to dip the ends of the stems 
in very hot. water and: then in cold.

In our own days champions of the middle

S letters the best things that man has set 
“(own with ink upon paper. Whatever tho 
truth about the middle ages may be, the 
“ medieval literature that of late has been 
“brought so enthusiastically before the 
world’s attention certainly demonstrates 
~ that joy was plentiful in the world in the 
days when pilgrims marched on the 
Italian roads, chanting “O Toma nobilis 
orbis ct domina,’’ and Sedulius turned 
from his scriptural exercises to compose 
his ‘‘saturated songs’’; days when the 
Goliards made their outrageous canticles in 
praise of Golias and love songs and prayers 
for death in a tavern; days when 
Gaudeamus igitur first rang through the 
university towns. 

No writer has done more than our 
countrywoman, Miss Helen Waddell, to 
wake in modern days echoes of the jubilant 
medieval verse. Her book, ‘The 
Wandering Scholars,”’ published a few 
years ago, told in Janguage as rich as the 

_ Provencal wine, the story of the medieval 
lyric. Last week. in a uniform volume, 


the published close on a hundred speci- 


mens of that lyric art, with spirited, 
witty. and often bearitiful, renderings in 
English — ‘‘ Medieval Latin Lyrics ” 
(Constuble. 21s. net). 


A MEDLZVAL RENAISSANCE. 


Almost precisely a year ago, some 
account was given here of Mr. Stephen 
Gaselee’s ‘Oxford Book of Medieval! 
Latin Verse’’; an anthology in which gay 
pieces held their place beside solemn 
and sacred verses. Since Mr. Gaselee’s 
book appeared, several other works in the 
same strain have been published in 
America, France and Germany, whence it 
appears that a very renaissance of 
medieval poétry is taking place. Miss 
Waddell’s book, however, will enjoy a 
‘peculiar welcome by reason of its lively 
commentary, its learning lightly carried. 

Inconsistently, perhaps, Miss .Waddel! 
goes back to Copa Surisca, a ovividly- 
coloured tavern poem that Dr. Mackail 
permits us to attribute to Virgil, for her 
begining, and adds verses by Petronius 
Arbiter? AH these are medieval in 
nothing save the fact that they were copied 
in medieval song-books and loved, as we 
may assume, by medieval poets. 
Ausonius and Paulinus of Nola, in the 
fourth century, although their writings 
are ‘‘steeped in the vast leisure of thie 
ancient world,” do belong to a different 
world from that of the marmoreal poets 
of Rome. ‘“ Quis color tlle vadis,’’ says 
Ausonius to the Moselle— 

What colour are they now, thy quiet waters? 
The evening star bas brought the evening licht, 
And filled the river with the green hillside; 
The hill-te waver in the rippling water, 
Trembies t absent vine and swells the grape 
In thy clear crystal. 


THE TWO COLMANS. 


That, in all truth, is more medieval 
than ancient ; and then comes Prudentius, 
with his Christian warmth, and ihe 
persecuted Boethius, the Christian stoic, 
saddened by discors foedera rerum, “ this 
discord in the -pact of things,” yet 
finding comfort in the stars: veterem 
. servant sidera pacem, *‘See where the 
stars still their ancient peace.’’ 
Venantius Fortunatus, in the = sixth 
century, sends lavish verses with violets 
to the Lady Radegunde, and to a friend 
jolly lines declaring that, after a visit, he 
can eat no more. In the same century 
our own At. Columba makes that 
Dantesque poem the Altus Prosator, of 
which Miss Waddell translates only one 
stanza. It is worthy of recall that the 
scholars trace throughout this remarkable 
poem the influence of the Old Latin Bible 
that was used before the Vuigate—a ‘fact 
that gives significance to the tale of the 
gaint’s stealthy copying of his abbot’s 
Vulgate text. 

Next we come to ‘‘Colman the 
Irishman,” an unidentified poet, who, in 
the seventh, eighth or ninth century, 
dwelling probably in France, writes a 
remarkable poem to a younger Colman, 
who is returning to Ireland. In ancient 
Ireland the name “ Colman,” meaning 
** little Colum,” seems to have been as 
pommon as “ Patrick’’ to-day. The aged 
exile says— 

So, since your heart.is set on those sweet fields 

you must leave me here, 


Swift be your going, heed not any prayers, 
Although the voice be dear, 


Vanquished art thou by love of thine own land, 
And who shall hinder love? | 
Why should I blame thee for thy weariness

Aud try thy heart to move? 


Since. if but Christ would give me back the past 
that first strength of days, :

Is there not dignity as well as wistfu)- 
ness in these lines? Vincit amor patrue:

The elder 
Colman goes on to tell how the years deny 
his heart; how the far seas and shores 
are too formidable for his journeying. Yet 
he begs young Colman to remember him.

Let him remember, too, that the world’s 
glory is fleeting—Non te pompiferi delectat 
gloria mundi—and dies like smoke in the 
sky. May Almighty God guide him safely 
over the wrinkled sea, the Heavenly Pilot, 
vector navis, and bring him through mist 
and foam to the desired shore of ‘the 
Seottic land.

CLEMENCEAU’S° HOME IN THE 
VENDEE. 


(BY KESHAN ALLARD.) 


Georges Clemenceau, scholar, statesman 
and patriot, is dead, - France mourns 
him; all Europe is pa tribute to his 
memory, yet it is a little village in the 
Vendée, int Vincent-sur-Jean, that really 
sorrows for him. Their “grand homme,’ 
their be man of the village is no more. 

M. le Maire, the big, burly farmer, who 
owns the neatest cottage and the whitest 
rabbits in the village; M. le Curé, with his 
long white hair, dignified bearing and auto- 
cratic manners, Clemencean was a friend to 
them hoth. The little school children, to 
whom he used each summer to distribute 
their prizes; madame who was his cook; 
above all, his gardener, who slaves year in 
and year out at the barren patch of sand 
which Clemenceau’ called his garden, all will 
miss him. 

No more in the summer evenings will the 
old postman ride shakily on his bicycle along 
the straight sandy road which leads out from 
the village apparently into the sea. But 
right at the end of that road there is a 
bend, round a thick clump of pines, a steep, 
curved bit of road where even in summer on 
breezy days the sand swirls high in the air. 
At the end of the hill, right out on the flat 
sea shore, is Clemenceau’s home, a little 
white. cottage facing out to sea. Along the 
front is a wide green veranda overhung with 
crimson rambler roses. AJjl around for many 
yards the sand has been wired in to form a 
little garden, or, rather, imitation of one. 
Paths are marked out with fancy stones, 
shingle and edgings of little pine trees. In 


imaginable hue 


blue, red, yellow, of every 
harebells, 


and size. Some are as tiny as 
others nearly a man’s height, 
SIMPLY FURNISHED. 

The cottage itself is furnished very simply. 
Clemenceau’s bedroom is at one side of the 
door-way, facing the sea, his sittingroom at 
the other. The latter room is furnished like 
the kitchens of the Vendée, plain wood fur- 
niture, copper pots and pans hanging on the 
walls 

On fine summer mornings it was a familiar 
sight to see Clemenceau wandering among his 
‘owers, followed by his gardener, hose pipe 
in hand—and. behind, with his tail in 
the air, always strutted Clemenceau’s littie 
black Pomeranian dog. A whole morning at 
a tume he would spend there, dressed in an 
old tweed suit and wearing, as always both 
indoors and out, a pair of black kid gloves. 

Clemenceau spoke English perfectly, and 
was, I was always told, a charming host. 
though he entertained but little in his 
Vendéean home. One of the greatest regrets 
of my life will always be that on the occasion 
when I was to have partaken of ‘‘ goute? 
with him, his cook became ill suddenly, and 
he refused to come to the villa at all until 
he was sufficiently recovered to wait upon 
him. He lived mainly upon vegetables and 
herbs, and he always said that the only 
woman in France who could make a soup to 
his liking was madame—his cook. 

In the latter days of his life when his 
retreat known, ~Clemenceau was 
greatly bothered by tourists. He absolutely 
refused to grant any interviews whatsoever, 
and erected a large notice “ Private’’ at the 
entrance to his garden. His great ally in 
this, as in all else, was his gardener. t)ften 
have lseen carload after carload of tourists. 
compiete with cameras, autograph books and 
all, arrive, to be met at the gate by an old 
man in a battered straw hat, faded stripy 
shirt, baggy black trousers, and wooden 
sahots. A tew moments’ conversation. ex- 
postulation on the part of the tourists, and 
then, whatever he said do not know, but one 
by one, with a most hang-dog air. they would 
hack into their cars and drive off 
without as much as a single photograph. 

An enterprising gentleman, taking advan- 
tage of this stream of traffic, has built an 
inn, an ugly concrete building, right up 
beside Clemenceau’s white cottage. I be- 
lieve Clemenceau had said many things upon 
this subject, but still the inn is there. 

HAPPIEST IN THE EVENINGS. 

I think it must have been in the summe) 
evenings that Clemenceau was happiest of 
all and loved his Ver:déean home the 
Looking over, I would see the light burning 
steadily in his sittingroom, or if the evenings 
were very warm his silhouette against the 
sky-line outside on the verandah. He 
was ‘writing his reminescences, I know, at this 
time. The hook was publisifed a few weeks 
ago. It is not an epoch:making book they 
say; it contains too little of history and to- 
much philosophy. Weill, if these critics 
could spend evening on evening dreaming 
by that summer sea in far-away Vendée. 
they would cease to wonder at Clemenceau’s 
philosophy. Such evenings. when all 
the sky’ was crimson, purple and gold, 
when the pine woods sinelt strong and sweet 
and the tamarisk bushes dropped their flowers 
into the deep sandy lanes, when the air was 
so still that you could hear the surf turning 
the. peebles over on the beach and out beyond 
the rolling of the Atlantic breakers, never 
still! 

How Clemenceau loved it all, especially 
the ever-murmuring, ever-changing sea, They 
have called him the “grand old man” of 
France. Might we not also call him “ the 
grand old man of the sea’’?

A BENEDICTINE SONG. 


“Carmina Burana’? was published in 
Stuttgart in 1847, and ought to be re- 
printed. Even its prose interludes, its 
parodies of the liturgy, are good to read ; 
they come down from an age when the 
spiritual and the secular were so inter- 
mingled that what counts for irreverence 
to-day was the natural expression of a 
state of mind that could not dissociate 
one from the other. 

As a final example of Miss Waddell’s 
work, we may go back to a Monte Cassino 
manuscript and a little poem there 
included which some distant friend sent 
to one Paul the Deacon, “ Hine celer 
egrediens facili, mea carta, volatu.’’—

sitting. Seemingly all the essential 
ingredients were there—medium, spirits 
and manifestations, as well as table and 
sitters. The illusion was brought about 
by the fusing of the electric lights which 
left the room in darkness, while one of 
the speakers—-who continued to speak—was 
addressing the meeting. 

The ‘‘sitters’’ require no explanation. 
The “ medium ” was the speaker, who, if 
he was not in communication with the 
departed, certainly was referring to people 
and times that have gone, and the 
‘“ spirits ’’ were a couple of doctors in their 
white coats, who had come to the succour 
of the party with candles. The ‘“‘ mani- 
festations ’’ were furnished by the candles, 
whose dim, flickering lights, playing on 
the chairman’s table, might have 
suggested to an imaginative person the 
phenomenon of table-turning.

When Mr. Smillie was President of the 
Miners’ Federation he had Mr. Smith as 
his chief assistant, and the latter naturally 
stepped into the presidency on Mr. 
Smillie’s retirement eleven years ago. Mr. 
Smith’s methods of debate have been 
touched by his Yorkshire brusqueness, but 
he has gained respect by his obvious 
sincerity. The mine-owners have found 
that, thongh he was stubborn to a high 
decree. in the end he was amenable to 
argument. 

Tle has had a wide and long experience 
of public work, and his name was known 
in Yorkshire hefore he was 21. For many 
vears he was a member of the Barnsle; 
Sehool Board and the Board of Guardians ; 
he has been a member of the County 
Council, and he is a magistrate. 

Humour is not an outstanding trait 
among the mining fraternity, but Mr. 
Smith at times could be witty, as when, in 
reply to the late Lord Northctiffes 
attempted mediation in a dispute, he 
declared: “ There is only one Lord that 
can help us, and he isn’t to be found in 
the Pecrage.”’

All his life Tennyson was very touchy 
on the point of criticism, on one occasion 
replying to a promising poet who had 
written him for encouragement, and spoke 
highly of his genius, simply by returning 
to him an old press cutting, in which the 
young poet was reported as having taken 
exception to certain phrases. For a man 
who corrected himself so often, such pique 
is a trifle cavalier. On another occasion 
Tennyson had just read to some friends 
his lines about the Kraken, bound in the 
sea depths “ until the latter fire shall 
heat the deep... 

Then once by man and angels to be seen, 
In roaring he shall rise and on the sur- 
face die," 

As he finished, ‘a brighter wit among the 
assembly remarked: ‘‘ That will be a 
pretty kettie of fish.” Thereupon Tenny- 
son glowered upon the offender and with- 
drew himself to pen some scathing lines 
on “ shallow wits.’’ The laureate was 
not blessed with a sense: of humour, 
wherein he was Jike his predecessor, 
Wordsworth, and his poetry is marked 
here aud there by such unfortunate expres- 
sions as the miller’s mealy face; and 
Iphigenia’s egregious utterance in the 
“ Dream of Fair Women ”’ :— 

‘One drew a sharp knife through my 
slender throat 
Slowly, and nothing more.”’ 

He was bitterly hurt if these were 
pointed out to him. It is not generally 
remembered that Tennyson produced just 
one poem, ‘‘ To-morrow,’”’ in an alleged 
Trish brogue; it has all the vices of a 
broadsheet ballad. 


Peg Woffington. 


It is not easy to realise that two 
hundred years ago the Poddle—that 
underground tributary which pours its 
malodorous content through a grating into 
the Liffey; to the delight of innumerable 
seagulls—was an open stream. On its 
banks little Peg Woffington, destined to 
be the most famous actress of her day, was 
playing, when her beauty attracted the 
attention of the mistress of a dancing 
booth. The daughter of a Dublin brick- 
layer, Margaret Woffington was born in 
1720, and, after her preliminary 
experiences as a dancer, played many 
parts on the Dublin stage between 1737 
and 1740. In November of the latter year 
she made her first appearance at Covent 
Garden as *‘ Sylvia ” in the ‘ Recruiting 
Officer.” Few actresses have ever achieved 
such immediate recognition; she took 
London by storm. “Beautiful, graceful 
and vivacious to a remarkable degree, her 
exquisite art was equally displayed in the 
rendering of male and female characters. 
It was said at one time that Garrick 
wanted to marry her, but Mistress 
Woffinzton was a lady of independent and 
somewhat capricious character, and the 
affair never became serious. As an actress 
her one defect was the slight harshness 
of her voice, but this does not seem to 
have lessened her popularity. The 
artificial life of the stage never affected 
her innate kindliness of disposition, and 
her charity knew no bounds. 

Peg Woffington was always a great 
favourite with the public, and advanced 
from triumph to triumph until that tragic 
night in 1757, when she broke down while 
playing Rosalind and left the stage for 
ever. After her retirement she went to 
live at Teddington, where she died in 


1760.

I never 
have seen such a 
splendid chairman. 
Woe betide the dele- 
gate who ventured to 
get off the point. 
Clemenceau would 
rap the. table with 
those gloved knuckles. 
Phat would be 
enough, and the 
startled offender, like 
an abashed schoolboy, 
would murmur a few 
apologies and sit 
down. He was the one man at that con- 
ference who really knew what he wanted. 
Wilson was brilliant, but woolly, an 
artificer in sonorous sentences, but so much 
consumed with egotism that he was 
an easy prey for the wily “Tiger.” 
Mr. Lloyd George was made of sterner 
stuff: but he had no sheet anchor, 
and he, too, was drawn into the French- 
man’s snate. Clemenceau had seen the 
invasion of his country in 1870. That, 
perhaps; was the secret of his Chauvinism. 
For the rest, he was a great Frenchman, 
probably the greatest of his day and 
generation; he -was a great fighter, and, 
for all his outward ferocity, he was a man 
with the heart of a child. 


“ Highbrow” Army Officers. 


Promotion in the British Army 
longer a question of either luck or 
influence.

In these 
notes they are informed that, ‘in 
addition to acting as a guide to study, 
examinations are held in the Army as an 
incentive to work, to ascertain whether 
officers have attained the desired standard 
of knowledge in the subjects concerned, 
and also to test their ability to face a diffi- 
cult situation or an emergency.”

Temperance Novels and Plays. 


It has just been announced that the 
Gate Theatre Studio in London, which is 
under the direction of Mr. Peter Godfrey, 
and with which the Dublin Gate Theatre 
Studio was in close association last 
season, will stage as its Christmas play 
this year the once-famous temperance 
melodrama “ Ten Nights in a Bar Room; 
or Ruined by Drink.’’ This production 
may set the fashion once more in the 
direction of lurid melodrama of a 
propagandist kind. This particular piece 
was dramatised from the novel of one 
T: S. Arthur by one W. Pratt, and it is 
as realistic as the most ardent‘ temperance 
reformer could desire. 

In an interesting book recently 
published, ‘‘ Queer Books,” by Edmund 
Pearson, there is a chapter devoted to 
temperance novels which affords very 
pleasant, and sometimes even surprising, 
redding. For instance, the discovery that 
Walt Whitman once wrote a temperance 
novel will be news to many of the poet’s 
fervent admirers. Its title was ‘‘ Franklin 
Fvans;: or, ‘The Inebriate,’’ but its 
existence does not seem to be at all well 
known. Possibly, now that it, is once 
more brought to light, it will be re- 
published by one ‘of the publishers who 
rescue strange books. 

These temperance novels and plays were 
not so long ayo a feature of the theatre 
and the library, but the fashions of to-day 
have definitely banned them except as 
curiosities. Banned also are the verses 
which at one time adorned a Dublin 
public building, and the delightful series 
of pictures which could be seen in a city 
bookshop. The verses were so quaint that 
[ often used to read them, though I knew 
most 6f them fully. ‘‘ A bar to Heaven, 
a door to Hell. Whoever named it named 
it well.”” Phat was how the delightful 
thing began; but the verses have gone 
with the idea they expressed.

sented by the Dublin Philharmonic Society 
at its second concert of the seasou 
in. the Theatre Royal, . Dublin, last 
Saturday; was one that promised enjoyme™t. 
The performance was excellent: conduc’or 
and orehestra were in their best form, and 
the concert should count as one of the hest 
given by the society. 

Such a success made one long earnest-y 
for two things. The first is a*proper public 
hall, where this excellent orchestra and other 
orchestras, and choral bodies, too, could be 
heard to the best advatage, and where, also, 
performances could be given at night insteid 
of on Saturday afternoons. the other thing 
to be desired is a wider public appreciatrn 
of the value and interest of the society s 
concerts, especially the orchestral conce-ts, 
which now have a standard in which Dublin 
can take pride. If every professional maa 
and every substantial business man in Dublin 
would join the society or take two season 
tickets, the society not only could undertake 
more ambitious programmes, but also might 
be in a position soon, in co-operation win 
the Feis Ceoil Association, to bring about a 
solution of the public hall question, to i's 
own benefit and that of all the other organisa- 
tions which require it. 

The audience last Saturday afternoon was 
enthusiastic about the performances, and 
Colonel Fritz Brase, who conducted the whole 
programme, was recalled many times 1 
receive congratulations for himself and the 
It was the kind of programme in 
which Colonel Brase is happiest. We have 
been aware for some years now that he 
knows his Wagner inside out. Among non- 
German composers Bizet always bas seemed 
to appeal to him specially.

GERMAN ROMANTICS. 

The “ Freisehutz’’ overture opened the 
programme. Under the conductor's guidance 
the orchestra gave us the music's mystery 
and imagination in a way that re-established 
its old fascination for those listeners whose 


What 
was more delightful still was to find the 
same spirit of interpretation carried on into 
the Beethoven Symphony, which thus seemed 
more than ever suited by the title

The performance of the symphony was one 
of the most finished pieces of work the 
Philharmonic orchestra has given us. The 
first movement was played with great spirit ;

particularly funereal, was presented so that 
it appeared riore convincingly than ever as a 
tour de force of composition (Beethoven is 
nowhere more distinctively a master of thie 
orchestra); the rhythmic subtlety of the 
scherzo was managed perfectly and sharpened 
our appreciation of the corresponding 
subtlety of the scheme of tonalities in the 
final movement, which was played with 
stirring animation. 


WAGNER MUSIC. 

The special interest of the Wagner selec- 
tions lay im the two studies for “ Tristan and 
Jsolde,’" and it was in +).ese that Miss Kitty 
Fagan s art appeared to the best advantage. 
I take it that the inelusion of '“ Elizabeth's 
(;reeting ” was a secondary decision. Miss 
Fagan sang tt with admirable animation and 
care. but she has not the full tone in the upper 
register that one likes to hear in this out- 
burst of song. She gets the notes firmly and 
brightly by good vocal method, but they are 
not her best notes or notes of the Elizabeth 
tone. One ts comparing her im this, however, 
with very great singers, and really it was 
quite an enjoyabie experience to have the 
song so well presented with the co-operation 
of the orchestra. 

One admired more, not only the warmet 
voice tones which Miss Fagan was able to 
use in the ‘ Tristan ” studies, but also the 
perfect smoothness and controlled expression 
with which she sang those two really difficult 
songs. The qualities of her singing were in 
periect accord with the intensity of expres- 
sion given to the studies—which are more 
orchestral than vocal pieces—by the orchestra. 
Passages for the viola were specially beauti- 
ful, and, perhaps, it was the tone matching 
the viola in Miss Fagan’s lower notes that 
pleased one most in her singing. The per- 
formance of the two sangs was deeply impres- 
sive, and it was not surprising that Colonel 
Brase felt moved to pay Miss Fagan a special 
tribute at the conclusion of them. One felt 
that the performance had meant much to 
him; certainly his own heart and mind were 
given wholly to it for the time. 

The studies contain music that was used 
with little changes in “ Tristan and Isolde,’ 
chiefly in the most intense passages of the 
lovers’ duet in the second act, though that 
wistful theme which occurs at the opening of 
Act 3 also is heard. The second study, 
“ Dreams,”’ sometimes may be heard sung 
with pianoforte accompaniment, but the 
orchestral tones really are the essence of both 
pieces. Colonel Brase did well to give them 
to us as soon as he found a vocalist in whom 
he could trust. 

Aiter performances so moving it was a 
relief to have in the concluding work music 
that could be received with less emotional 
stress. DBizet’s “ Roma ” Suite, a work laid 
out on a symphonic scale, but rather freer in 
form, consists of that neatly turned and 
easily enjoyable kind of music in which the 
French composers excel—music always lively 
in interest and effective in delivery, with 
nothing to be sought beneath the surface. A 
bright performance of the Suite kept the in- 
terest of the concert strong to the end.

After nearly ninety ‘years of crowded life, 
| whose every waking minute throbbed with | 
eager activity, Georges Clemenceau is dead. 
For more than half a century this remark- 
able personality had been one of the driving 
‘forces in Frénch affaifs. “His caréér was 
almost without parallel). As a young 
man Clemenceau was imprisoned by 
Napoleon III. for his Republican views. 
After his release he went to England, where 
he became intimate with Herbert Spencer 
and John Stuart Mill. He visited the 
United States, but returned to France 
before the Franco-Prussian War, and was 
elected Mayor of Montmartre at the age 
of twenty-nine. He was one of the men 
who signed the protest against the rape 
of Alsace-Lorraine by the Germans; and 
thereafter the recovery of the lost provinces 
was the grand motive of his fierce and 
indefatigable toil.

We have no 
desire for a return to the harsh laws of 
olden times ; but a stricter enforcement of 
the rule that “ he that will not work must 
not eat ’’ would result in less unemploy- 
ment and much more happiness than we 


see around us to-day.

Thrift in England. 


In a laudable effort to encourage thrift, 
the British Postmaster-General. draws 
attention tothe increased facilities, offered 
by the Post Office Savings Bank, as from 
last Thursday. Not only will a depositor 
be allowed to have more than one account, 
but every citizen may open an account in 
the Post Office Savings Bank even if 
already he is a depositor in a Trustee 
Savings Bank. We are inclined, however, 
to think that the change which will prove 
to be the greatest attraction is that which 
raises the maximum amount withdrawable 
on demand from two pounds to three 
pounds. Hitherto the knowledge that three 
or four days must elapse before the money 
is forthcoming has kept many people froim 
the opening of an account. Indeed, if it had 
been possible, the new maximum of three 
pounds might have been increased still 
further with advantage. Commonly those 
who maintain regular accounts do not 
withdraw their money for frivolous 
motives; and people with a small weekly 
wage, for whom the Post Office Savings 
Bank expressly is designed, often find 
themselves in a very awkward position 
owing to the lack of a small sum in ready 
cash. Richer people easily can obtain the 
necessary credit for a few days, but the 
poor are regarded askance, even by their 
own friends, whenever they make such a 
suggestion. Furthermore, if a larger sum 
were obtainable by a depositor on demand, 
it is possible that less provident folk might 
acquire the art of saving. During periods 
of temporary affluence they would bank 
several pounds, and even in the wildest 
spendthrift there appears to be an innate 
inhibition which makes him hesitate, if 
only for a moment, before he touches his 
“ nest-ege.’’ Unfortunately, except in 
Scotland, thrift is not a _ strong 
characteristic of the people of these islands. 
Many thousands are tied eternally to a 
dull routine because they have neglected to 
lay by that two hundred pounds which at 
one time or another would have enabled 
them to seize a great opportunity. The 
Postmaster-General’s new move at least is 
in the right direction.

The Coast of Bohemia. 


‘*Thou.art perfect then, our ship hath touched

The deserts of Bohemia? 
No longer will pedants be able to cavil 
at Shakespeare’s geographical error 'n 
“The Winter's Tale" Íor at. last 
Bohemia, if we regard the part as being 
one with the whole, may be said to have 
a sea coast. Under the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles an outlet to the sea was guaranteed 
to Czecho-Slovakia, and, after protracted 
negotiation, some land on the River Elbe, 
near “Hamburg, has been granted to the 
Czech Government on a ninety-nine years’ 
lease. Thus, since Bohemia is _ incor- 
porated in the Czecho-Slovakian Republic, 
Shakespeare will remain belatedly right 
for at least ninety-nine years. Indeed, 
devotees fasten upon this chance to 
acclaim their hero a prophet as well as a 
poet and a dramatist. Already we are 
accustomed to people who translate the 
material glories of the sonnets into 
apocalyptic numbers and deduce therefrom 
a Baconian authorship. Now, perhaps, 
an aftermath of the Great War will open 
up a new field of speculation for the 
mystically-minded. Czecho-Slovakia's—or, 
as we prefer to say, Bohemia’s—new port 
has been acquired as a free zone, and will 
enable goods to be conveyed direct to 
and from the Republic. The construc- 
tion will occupy several years, and 
undoubtedly it will cost an enormous sum 
of money, so that the Bohemian coast, 
when completed, scarcely will accord with 
the Shakespearian description of “A 
Desert Country near the Sea.’’ Neverthe- 
less, the Swan of Avon has no right to 
feel dissatisfied: he said that Bohemia 
had a coast, and Bohemia has a coast. 
We wish that fate would mend our own 
mistakes in the same graceful manner, 


MISSING AEROPLANE. 


NEWS OF ITS SAFETY. 

A private Gipsy-Moth aeroplane which 
left Lympne for Paris at 11.45 a.m. 
yesterday was seen crossing the English 
coast shortly before noon, but at eight 
o'clock last night nothing further had 
been seen or heard of it. The sole 
occupant was its pilot, who was believed 
to be a Mr. Nathan. Some anxiety was 
caused by the absence of news, and 
shipping in the Channel was asked to 
keep a look-out for the aeroplane, which 
should have passed over the French coast 
by 2.30 p.m. Imperial Airways cross- 
Channel aeroplanes also kept watch. 
Late last night, however, a message was 
received from the pilot, stating that he 
had landed on the other side of the 
Channel some miles inland, and would 
resume his flight to Paris to-day.

I mentioned last week that the King 
had offered St. James's Palace for tha 
use of the Five-Power Naval Conference 

when it assembles here early in the now 
year, and it is understood that the Govern- 
ment is considering the offer. Several] im- 
portant conferences have been held in the 
tine old Jacobean rooms of the Palac. 
which is well suited in some respects for 
such gatherings. It has accommodation 
for a number of delegates in its State 
rooms or for the more intimate gatherings 
of the heads of the various missions. [t 
is easily accessible ; yet the roar of London 
traffic is remote. In ordinary circum- 
stances the Conference would have the 
Prince of Wales as a neighbour, as some 
of his rooms open into the lobbies of the 
State apartments of the Palace; but he 
will be away in Africa on his shootin 
trip. 


The American Delegates. 


The great importance attached to the 
London Naval Conference by the United 
States Government is indicated by the 
influential character of the delegation 
which will consist of Mr. Stimson, Serr 
tarv of State: Senator Reed, of Pennsy! 
vania: Senator Robinson, of Arkansas: 
General Dawes. the Ambassador rn 
London; Mr. Adams, Secretary of th: 
Navy; Mr. H. Gilsen, Ambassador to 
Belgium, and Mr. Dwight Morrow, Am- 
bassador to Mexico. The surprise appoint 
ment is that of Mr. Morrow, the father-in 
law of Colonel Lindbergh, who has a great 
reputation as a skilful negotiator during 
his term of office in Mexico. The nava 
advisers to the delegation have yet to ly 
appointed, but they are expected to be 
Admiral Pratt, Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States Battle Fleet, and Rear- 
Admiral Hilary Jones. 


The League of Nations Meeting. 


Following unofficial suggestions in several 
countries, formal apphcation has been 
made for an alteration in the date of th 
meeting of the Council of the League of 
Nations. The initial move in this connec- 
tion has been taken by Italy, and the 
proposal is that the meeting shall be 
advanced from January 20th to January 
15th, in order that the date shall not 
clash with the opening of the London 
Naval Conference on January 21st. The 
Italian request has been communicated to 
the Powers concerned bv the Secretaryr- 
General of the League, and, as soon as the 
replies have been received, an announce- 
ment will be made concerning the proposed 
alteration. If The Hague Conference 
meets on January 3rd, the League Council 
on the 13th and the Naval Conference on 
the 21st, the first and third events will 
still overlap, as they may occupy some 
but a few days should suffice for 
the League meeting. However, it Is ex- 
pected that the suggested alteration in the 
date will be accepted.

The Government and Agriculture. 


Complaints by members representing 
rural constituencies that the Government 
is doing nothing to assist agriculture have 
not been without effect, and the Minister 
of Agriculture has invited the Nationa!

Foor Hauls by Fishermen. 


The uncertainties connected with the 
fishing industry are well exemplified b: 

First came 
the announcement ‘that a trawler with a 
erew of fourteen hands had fished in the 
North Sea for a month, and only caught 
one halibut and four boxes of other fish. 
the total amount realised by the sale being 
£8. This is now followed by news of a 
great herring catch by a Shoreham smack 
The catch consisted of 80,000 fish, and it 
was so heavy that the boat shipped water 
and had to work the pumps to keep afloat 
under the weight of the han]. Such huge 
eatches are rare, but south coast fishermen 
mn general have not been so badly hit as 
those working the North Sea. Many of 
the latter have been away for weeks at 4 
time, and have returned with catches that 
have not covered expenses.

M. Clemenceau passed away at 1.45 this 


morning at his house in the Rue 
Franklin, though the world was not 


informed until half an hour later. 
At 2.20 a.m. his grandson, Dr. Jaque- 


maire, came to the door, and officially 


confirmed the news to the crowds outside. 
He said that the end was peaceful and 
without suffering. “ We shall respect his 
last wishes,” he added, ‘‘ but we do not 
know all of them yet.” 


M. Clemenceau had had a presentiment

wanted to die suddenly, like his mother, 
of a heart attack. His body lies on the 
big carved-wew? bed in which he died. 

M. Tardieu, Prime Minister, called +t 
the house at 3 o'clock in the morning. 
On leaving he remarked: ‘‘ He looks 
peaceful and happy. There will be no 
official ceremony.” 

All flags will be at half-mast to-day 
throughout the country. Even as he lies 
dead, M. Clemenceau is wearing his work- 
aay yrey swallow-tail suit, black shoes 
and famous forage cap. 

The body of M. Clemenceau was placed 
in the coffin at 6.30 p.m. with simple

In 1915 he was consecrated Bishop of 
Down and Connor by the late Cardinal 
Logue. In the years during which he occu- 
pied this position he earned the esteem of 


tion to the Archbishopric of Armagh and 
Primaey of All Ireland in 1928 was widely 
appreciated. 


LITERARY ACTIVITIES. 


Dr. MacRory’s volume on the Gospels 
of Saint John had a big sale in these 
countries and in America, and passed 
through several editions in a few years.

EPIC OF THE SEA. 


In a letter written by Lieutenant- 
Commander Stalvbrass to his. mother 
shortly after the sinking of the Pathfinder 
an epic of the sea is revealed. 
has been kept as confidential until now. 

After describing the striking of the ship 
the letter says :—- . 

“The First’ Lietitenant gave the order 
to jump away from the sbip, and about 
one hundred men and officers did jump. 
When I left the ship the captain was the 
only live man on board; as far as I know. 
I dived in, and the rush of water carried 
ine away ‘from the slip one hundred yards. 
There was a lot of wreckage about, and I 
got hold of somethmg. Then I looked 
back and saw $e stern pointing vertically 
up in the air. The last thing I noticed 
before swimming off was the captain hang. 
ing on to a auarter-deck guard rail. 

“I soon got hold of a large box, and 
this supported me for about five minutes 
till I saw the surgeon. He had a lifebelt 
on, but one leg was broken and he was 
unconscious. I got a large plank and put 
him on it, lashing him with the lifebelt.

“There were about twenty men near me, 
and I told them to cheer. They did lustily.
